able race. It is the current belief 
that they are a. coarse, semi-civilized 
peoplet whose sole claim to considera- 
tion is the tenacity with which they 
have clung to their faith, which is akin

menians are progressive. Their lea-d- 
ors arc \\ell educated and shrewd, ami 
their priesthood, as a class, is hon- 
(".->t. Anici^faji missionaries and Amer- 
ican schools have contributed largely 
To the jtrcscrvatioii of the Armenian na- 
tional ;.nd ri'lifjioOK spirit. 
ilan}' of 


the tribal chiefs have become convert- 
ed a purer and simpler foim of Chris- 
tianity , and liaie awakened a popular 
desire for education. 


Arnn'inan history £oes back many 


c'cntiTifs. 
\Vc first hear of the race 


hi D30U B. C., and until 42S A. D. the 
Armenians proper1 ed their national in- 
tegrity against all in\aders and con- 


friends of liberty now think. 
The 


American mission Schools likewise 
caused many Armenians to emigrate 
to the United States, the number of 
those now living here falling: not far 
short of 100,000. 


As a people, the Armenians are phys- 


ically s,tron{f, generally of regular f'.-a- 
liiir-,, swaithy, dark-eyed and 
<UirJk- 


iiaired. The girls and women are pret- 
ty, while young, but fade quickly. The 
commercial instinct of the race is re- 
markably developed, outstripping even 
that of the Jews. Armenian merchants 
control the trade of the Caucasus and 
many districts of western Europe. 
While the population of the Armenian 
prxn irces proper does not exceed 2,000,- 
000, it is no exaggeration to state that 
the total number of Armenians now liv- 
ing in various parts of the world readies 
lully 5,000,000. 


Prom v\ hat I have said so far it might 


be presumed that all Armenians arc 
progressive and intelligent, but it must 
be remembered that I have spoken only 
of the better elass. The peasants, who 
live in ruud huts and practice many 
vices, are filthy and degraded—the nat- 
ural results of centuries of oppression. 
Their religion, nominally Christian, but 
in reality a mixture of Oriental pagan- 
ism and -supervt ition, sanctions \ io!a- 
tions of the moral law too abhorrent 
to be described. The charge that the 
lower classes of Armenians fomented 
the ti oublc which led to the recent mas- 
sacre in Trebizond and iCrzerum has 
never been refuted authoritatively. 


The Kurds, who lire reported to have 


Taken tho lead in the attacks on the 
Armenians, are a r.omadic tribe which 
has inhabited Asia Minor from time im- 
memorial. They are robbers pure and 
simple, but brave soldiers and valiant 
fighturs. 
They make their ov< n laws, 


jiid levy tribute from Turks as well as 
Arrm nions. There is no doubt that the 
Turkish government has encouraged 
the Kurds to raid Armenian villages 
whose inhabitants •« ere in rev olt against 
.Moslem misrule. The sultan, as every- 
body knows now, carried his instruc- 
tions too far, and brought down on his 
silly head the contempt and hatred of 
the civilized world and armed remon- 
strance from the six great power-, of 
Ijuropu. Whatever the Armenian peas- 
ants may Lave done to incur the dis- 
pleasure of: the padishah, there can be

ejuerors. Then eaine th^ Persians, the 
Arabs, the Tartars and the Turks, vv ho 
ravaged the country by turns and made 
it a mere dependency. 
During the 


time of the Crusaders the Kingdom had 
another era of prosperity, the most 
brilliant epocli beq-ilining in 3089 when 
Uavid the licstoier and his beautiful 
daughter. Queen Tainar, made the name 
of Armenia honored and feared through- 
out the world. Queen Tamar, who was 
as beautiful as sh" was brave, wa., a 


»v i.se ruK'r and defeated the arii.ic.3 oi 
the Turks aaui Kussjans in turn. Her 
lame ha.-i been perpetuated in songs and 
hymns and is a.s vv ell cstabLshcd to-day 
among her people as is that of Kin:~ 
Solomon among the Jews and the an- 
cient masonic fra'ei nil v. T he dliath of 
Queen Tamar marKfHl the beginning 
and the end of Armenian prosperity, for 
soon afterward the country was con- 
quered by the Moslems. In 1800 Uussia 
stripped Armenia of its Caucasian ter- 
ritory, ami the once powerful and glo- 
rious state ceased to exist. 


The kingdom was parceled out to 


Persia, which grabbed the eastern dis- 
tricts; to Itussia, which appropriated 
the northern provinces, and to Turkey, 
\vhieh assumed ownership of the west- 
ern principalities, by far the richest 
anel ineK>t populous. 
The capital .of 


Ilussian Armenia is the still prosper- 
ous city of Krizan; Tabreez is the scat 
of the Persian government for Ar- 
menia; and Kr/erum has aJways been 
the residence of the Turkish governor 
srcneral. Soon after the first conquest 
the Mohammedans of Turkey anel Per- 
sia began a war on the Christian Ar- 
menians which has continued uninter- 
ruptedly ever since, culminating in the 
recent outrages of Trebi/ODd,Kr^erum, 
Van, Alleppo, Karbut. or Kharpoot, and 
other ptiints. 


Many years ago the Armenians be- 


gan to emigrate from their native land. 
They sought refuge in Uussia, Greece 
and in European Turkey. IV'ingshrewd 
and economical they prospered wher- 
ever they went, but more especially at 
Constantinople which, at the present 
time, is the residence of the patriarch 
or 
"Catholicos" of the 
Armenian 


church. Many years ago the American 
board established missions in the Ar- 
menian provinces of Asiatic Turkey; 
and later on founded a number of 
schools and colleges in the same terri- 
tory. The young men educated in these 
institutions became important factors 
in the political life of their districts 
l;y inducing their tax-ridden ami op- 
pressed brethren to dream once more 
of national 
independence—a dream 


which may be reali/.ed sooner than the 


no excuse for the latter's violation of 
treaty obligations. 


The agitation which has kept the for- 


eign ollic-es of every European capital 
busy for three months may eventual]} 
lead to the formation e»1 an indepenelent 
Armenia under a [irir.ee selected by the 
powers, for tha Armenian . do not vv ish 
to be mrf'le part of tin1 Jtiissian empire.

ney general to day rendered an import- 
ant opinion regarding fees for the incor- 
poration of companies and tho increase 
in the capital stock as created by the 
Thirtyninth general assembly. He holds 
that the law requiring that fens be paid 
in advance is constitutional. He holds 
as unconstitutional that part of the law 
exacting from the companies organized 
prior to July 1,18!)5, desiring an increase 
in capital, a foe of 81 for each 81000 of 
increase, as special legislation, and does 
not exact a feo from corporations organ- 
ized after that date. He holds that the 
law is applicable to insurance companies, 
but not to banking institutions, as 
amendments to the banking laws must 
bo ratified by a vote of the people by a 
vote of the people before becoming oi.er- 
alive.
